I doubt that it is a meter shunt problem, but you could always put an = 
external meter in either the 6L6 plate lead or cathode lead and find = 
out. I would also look at the grid bias on the 6L6's. If it is = 
dropping the plate current would go up. If you are still using a = 
battery, it might be going bad. I use a zener diode in the cathode lead = 
of the 6L6's and it works just fine.
